nosed under and overturned. Three 
companions, Herbert Schroeder 
and Bob Hartlein of Altadena and 
| Ralph Hoffer of Alameda, at- 
! tempted to dive for the drowned 
youth and then summoned Ma«o 
i Anich. lifeguard, and Myron Leh¬ 
man, who searched for more than 
two hours without discovering the 
body. 

Names of nine children caught 
by the swells at Laguna were not 
obtained by Lifeguards Ed Hobart 
and Spud Cochran, who swam to 
I their rescue. Before the two men 
I could reach the children, three of 
! them had been swept into the 
sea. They were first taken to 
shore and then the guards re 
turned for the others, whose 
screams and cries had attracted 
several hundred spectators. 

The children who had lost their 
footing on the rock were cut by 
barnacles and jagged rocks before 
their rescue, it was reported.

County Auditor W. T. Lambert 
is sending notices to out-of-state 
owners of Orange county property 
that under new California legisla¬ 
tion, property sold to the state for 
tax delinquencies can be redeemed 
without payment of interest, pen¬ 
alties or cost. This redemption 
offer, however, is good only until 
August 31. After that date the 
regular penalty will be attached. 

Auditor Lambert said the new 
regulation applies to delinquencies 
on all forms of common property 
except those on which taxes were 
unpaid last year. Under terms of 
the legislation, any property on 
which taxes have accumulated 
prior to July 6, 1934, and which 
has been sold to the state may be 
redeemed simply by payment of 
the exact amount due in back 
levies. 

On property which went de¬ 
linquent last year, he said, inter¬ 
est of 7 per cent since July 1. 
1934, must be paid, but penalties 
and costs are waived. Cancella¬ 
tion of interest, penalties and 
costs will be effective only until 
September 1, and after that date 
the regular charges will be made.

WILD ANIMALS BEST MEN IN AMITYVILLE CAMP 


Will Attempt to Revive 
Atmosphere Of Early 
Days in Pueblo 


Street Bond Retirement 
To Save $30,000 For 
City Taxpayers 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO — 
Plans for a campaign to re-name 
streets in San Juan Capistrano 
as a part of their program to 
bring back atmosphere of early 
California days have been an¬ 
nounced here by officials of the 
recently formed Spanish California 
Club. 

Alfonso Torba, secretary, point¬ 
ed out today that such names as 
“Commercial street” and "Broad¬ 
way” are hardly in keeping with 
the Spanish and mission back¬ 
ground of the community. Plans 
of club members include a plea 
to the county supervisors asking 
that they change the street names 
not in accord with the early tra¬ 
ditions of the town. 

Says Changes Needed 

Mr. Yorba said yesterday that 
practically every avenue in the 
town has some past history and 
that names could easily be found 
for them. Many old families have 
lived in the community and their 
names could be placed on certain 
of the streets, he said. 

In explaining the need of chang¬ 
ing street names here, Mr. Yorba 
explained that the entire 
space on the east side of 
the state highway from the San 
Juan Capistrano mission to the 
old Forster residence was at one 
time a plaza, with the Camino 
Real passing to the east of the 
present business district instead 
of over the route of the state 
highway, which passes through 
what was once the mission vine¬ 
yard . 

Years ago McKinley avenue, 
leading toward the west from the 
business district, was called "Calle 
del Obispo.” (street of the Bis¬ 
hop), Mr. Yorba said. He ex¬ 
plained that at one time a bis¬ 
hop was expected to arrive from 
the south and that El Camino 
Real was suitably decorated to 
receive the visiting dignitary. At 
the last minute it was found that 
he was forced to detour and ari- 
rive by the present McKinley ave¬ 
nue, so the decorations were hast¬ 
ily changed and the bishop was 
received in fitting style after a 
great rush by Indians of the com¬ 
munity. For a great many years 
afterward, according to stories 
told in the town, the street was 
named after the bishop, he said. 

Honor Old Adobe 

The street running south of the 
mission, now called Broadway, 
should be named “Plaza street,” 
officials of the club believe. The 
main thoroughfare through Capis¬ 
trano should be named after the 
old Juan Abila adobe, which at 
one time occupied nearly an en¬ 
tire block, members of the club 
contend. 

A small street just north of 
the old Forster residence, “Las 
Rosas,” should he named after 
the Forster family, while other : 
streets should be named after fa¬ 
mous landmarks and old families 
of the vicinity. 

No petitions have been circulat¬ 
ed asking the change, but mem¬ 
bers expect to start upon their 
campaign within a short time, ac- I 
cording to Mr. Yorba. 


HUNTINGTON B E ACH.- Re¬ 
duction of $42,000 in expenses of 
the city for the coming fiscal year 
was approved by the city council 
last night. The budget rails for a 
total expenditure of $197,000 as 
against $2.09,000 for the year just 
ended. Retirement of the annual 
assessment bonds for 1915 street 
improvements last year 3aved 
$00,000 on the new budget, and 
paring down here and there in the 
other departments accounted for 
$12,000. Assessed property valua¬ 
tion was reduced 10 per cent. 

A new wage scale and work¬ 
ing ratio for all city employees 
was adopted. A five and one-half 
day week, eight hours a day will 
start next month with employees 
receiving less than $125 per month 
having their wages increased $10, 
and those over $125 will be in¬ 
creased $5. 

Estimated revenue which the 
city will derive during the coming 
fiscal year was set at $255,386 
Last year a total of $252,827 was 
taken in. 

This surplus, amounting to 
nearly $60,000, will he utilized to 
construct a new $78,000 sewage 
system and a $25,000 dancing 
casino with the aid of 45 per cent 
grants from the PWA. 

Councilmen accepted one of 
three plans for the proposed sew¬ 
age plant presented by F B 
Curry. San Bernardino engineer. 
Bareinbrock and Armstrong, Ran 
Bernardino architects were in¬ 
structed to prepare plans outlin¬ 
ing the cost of building a new 
dancing casino and arena on the 
beach front to be presented at the 
next council meeting The casino 
would be constructed of reinforced 
concrete in futuristic design. 

City Attorney Ray H Over¬ 
acker was instructed to draw a 
new fire zoning ordinance moving 
zone two west 50 feet to permit 
erection of new homes within the 
protected fire area.

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REWARD OF THE DREAMER 

T HE Southland has lost one of its greatest builders. 

In Los Angeles today they are paying tribute to the 
memory of William Mulholland. Father of the Los 
Angeles aqueduct, he is called, but he was more than that. 

He was the builder of what is now one of the world’s 
greatest cities—Los Angeles itself. For he gave Los 
Angeles its first permanent place in the sun when he gave 
it water. 

Interesting again todhy, but always true, is the fact 
that the same men who said it could not be done; that 
the rugged Irishman's plan of going 250 miles into the 
mountains after a municipal water supply was a fantastic 
dream—these men are passing the bier of the dreamer 
with bowed heads, and they are saying: “He was a great 
man. We owe h : m much.” 

And so it will be in Orange county when some man 
with vision, some man politically unfettered, some man 
without selfish interests, some man with a devotion to 
his homeland that will surpass all other considerations, 
earnestly goes to work to insure a permanent, never- 
failing water supply for lands which are worthless with¬ 
out it. 

Such a man will meet what appears to be insurmount¬ 
able obstacles every time he moves; he will be laughed 
at; he will be the target for bitter thrusts from those 
whom he regarded as friends. 

And when he dies they will say: “He was a great 
man; we owe him much.” 

IF NOT AAA, THEN WHAT? 

(Christian Science Monitor) 

E XPENDITURE of a great amount of breath over the 
proposed amendments to the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act leads only to an impression that this issue is merely 
a byplay in a longer drama, the climax of which is not yet 
reached. That climax will come when and if, as is widely 
expected, the United States Supreme Court declares the 
original AAA unconstitutional. 

The bill of amendments pending in the Senate seeks, 
if possible, to stave off such a decision or its effects. In 
only one particular does the effort show enough chance of 
success to seem worth while. This is in the laying down 
of standards by which the processing taxes are to be 
determined. These standards are open to criticism in the 
fact that they would let a farm commodity price under 
some circumstances go more than 20 per cent above the 
sc-called parity level without discontinuing the process¬ 
ing tax. 

In other aspects the bill attempts the impossible or 
the undesirable. * * * 

The bill does place, or at least continue, “taxes on the 
very necessities of life—food, shelter, furniture and cloth¬ 
ing.” So have the protective tariff bills of every genera¬ 
tion for the last hundred years. Citified opponents of the 
farm program cry aloud about paying subsidies to agri¬ 
culture. Yet some of their industries have collected and 
still collect immensely bigger subsidies from rural quar¬ 
ters under the umbrella of import duties. 

Hence the disparity of purchasing power which peri¬ 
odically disrupts American industry’s internal markets. 
Hence the grinding pressure which makes farm relief a 
perennial subject of agitation, makes the farm belt a 
happy hunting ground for demagogues, and threatens to 
reduce American agriculture to a state of perpetual eco¬ 
nomic subjection. Lincoln said the Union could not en¬ 
dure half slave and half free. American standards can¬ 
not endure half protected, half exposed. 

The Agricultural Adjustment Administration, with 
its allotment plan and attempted controls of production 
and markets, has accomplished more than previous efforts 
to redress the balance. But its franker friends will con¬ 
cede that it has its disadvantages and—still more sadly— 
that it probably is on its way to something like the same 
doleful fate that overtook President Hoover’s Federal 
Farm Board. Each grappled with something beyond its 
power. 

The only fundamental remedy for the farm problem— 
as well as for the American foreign trade problem and 
some others—is the reduction of United States tariffs. 

It must be done judiciously, but it must be done. The 
United States can continue to experiment with farm nos¬ 
trums. Presumably the next expedient will be some sort 
of a two-price system with bounties at home and attempt¬ 
ed dumping abroad. But that will probably make more 
enemies than sales. Must we go on trying makeshift 
after makeshift and demanding with each failure the 
lopping off of political heads in sacrifice to our stubborn¬ 
ness? 

When will the interests which preach that laissez 
faire is the only correct economic doctrine for the farmer 
consent to read a page from their own doctrine and learn 
that prohibitive tariffs are the first great interference 
with it ? Let the next session of Congress make a general 
and downward revision of the American tariff and thous¬ 
ands who now plead for the farmer will join happily in 
repealing the processing taxes.

Silly, you say. Well, maybe it was, but after all, this is 
the silly season, and Seattle’s diaper-changing contest is 
at least interesting, which is more than can be said of 
some silly things we hear of in Washington, D. C., when 
our heavy-weight lawyers entertain us in the halls of 
congress with recipes for dill pickles and the like. 

Seattle, as a matter of fact, is doing a worth-while 
thing this summer with its diapers and its put-the-cat-out 
derbies. It is making a sorry world smile, and it is show¬ 
ing us all we are happiest when we return to some of the 
simple amusements of long ago.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, July 
’’’ 23.—The most significant, and 
at the same time the most dis¬ 
tressing indication of the prob¬ 
ability of war, was Secretary of 
State Hull’s statement before a 
secret session of the senate for¬ 
eign relations committee the other 
day. 

Mr. Hull was informing the ; 
senators regarding the proposed 
Neutrality Act, designed to keep 
the United States out of the next 
European conflict. The first half 
hour of his statement was on 
the question of a big navy. Mr. 
Hull made it clear that he did 
not oppose a big navy; on the 
other hand, considered it neces¬ 
sary. 

But the climax of his statement 
came in discussing the dangers of 
war. 

“There are two outlaws on the 
loose,” he said, “Japan and Italy." 

At one point, ginger - tongued 
Gerald Nye leaned over, asked 
the secretary of state: 

“Why is it, Mr. Secretary, that 
; you have warned American citi- | 
zens to leave Abyssinia, but have 
not warned American citizens also 
l to leave Italy? Are we support-' 
; ing Italy more than Abyssinia?" 

Mr. Hull looked flustered, fi¬ 
nally replied that he didn't think 
there would be any active war- 
[ fare in Italy.

Likewise, with all of the sensual 
• indulgences. Horace stands as the 
j exponent of the golden mean in 
| living. 

His quotable remarks are packed 
with thought. Note the following: 

“Fierce eagles do not beget the 
| timid dove.” 

! "Fit the punishment to the 
crime.”

“The greatest genius does not 
succeed without hard work.”

"Let the man who has enough 
for his needs, desire nothing 
more.”
